1. This action is responsive to the application filed Jan 25, 2002. 

2. The priority date considered for this application is Jan 25, 2002-

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because Figures 7B, 7Q 7D, 7F, 7G and 7H 
contain legends that are not legible because of a dark bacl^round. 

Correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 2 and 11 are objected to because of the following informalities: a 
conjunction - and - should be added at the end of the limitation (line 5) that precedes 
the last limitation to signify that the test executive object includes all the claim 
elements listed. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall conclude widi one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distincdy claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention, 

7. Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claim 7 recites the limitation "the object information" in line 3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 10 recites a "memory medium for generating an Extensible Markup 
Language (XML) representation of a test executive object." It is unclear how a 
memory medium can generate an XML representation of a test object. It is, however, 
commonly known in the art to design and manufacture a memory that can instead 
store program instruction code which is executable by a processor to generate the 
XML representation of the test executive object. 

Correction is required.
